DRAFT PROPOSAL 

WHEREAS the Village Dhandi and adjacent three villages namely Samapor, 
Matwad and Onjal in the Taluq Jalalpore, District Navsari in the State of Gujarat have 
got significant historical importance in the Indian Freedom struggle as Mahatma Gandhi 
had visited these villages and launched the famous Salt Satyagrah movement in the year 
1930; 

AND WHEREAS, the four villages Dandi, Samapor, Matwad and Onjal are 
located along the Arabian seacoast and have a fragile coastal ecosystem with mudflats, 
long beaches, sand dunes, wetlands etc.; 

AND WHEREAS, the coastal stretch is experiencing erosion and also affected by 
pollution that is being let off to the coastal waters through river discharge; 

AND WHEREAS, due to the historical importance of the four villages, environmental 
impacts of the natural and anthropogenic activities, it is deemed necessary to protect and 
conserve the heritage of the area, and to embody Gandhian values of village 
development and environmental conservation, shown in Annexure-I, which is in the map of 
the Eco-sensitive Zone. 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) read with 
clause (v) and clause (xiv) of sub-section (2) of section 3 of the Environment (Protection) 
Act, 1986 (29of 1986) and clause (viii) of sub-rule (1) and rule 5 of the Environment 
(Protection) Rules, 1986, the Central Government hereby notifies Dandi and the adjacent 
three villages viz., covering an area of 20,000 hectares in the State of Gujarat as the 
Dandi Eco-sensitive Zone (herein after called as the “ Eco-sensitive Zone”). 

2. The following activities are proposed to be regulated in the Eco-sensitive Zone, 
namely:- 

A. Integrated Coastal Zone Management Plan for the Eco-sensitive Zone:- 

(i) The Integrated Coastal Zone Management Plan for the Eco-sensitive Zone shall be 
prepared by the Central Government in consultation with the State Government 
within a period of six months from the date of publication of this notification in the 
Official Gazette and approved by the Ministry of Environment and Forests in the 
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Government of India. The Integrated Coastal Zone Management Plan shall be 
prepared with due involvement of oil concerned Departments for integrating 
environmental considerations, conservation of heritage areas and sustainable 
development into it. 

(Ii) The Integrated Coastal Zone Management Plan shall demarcate all heritage sites 
and other environmentally and ecologically sensitive areas including the 
areas/sites where development can be undertaken as proposed in para B below. 

B. The activities shall include the following; 

I. ACTIVITY I: Conservation of the Coast and coastal resources 

(a) Mangrove afforestation and bio-shield: Mangroves afforestation and bio-shieid 
will be planted on the coast along the shoreline. Additional activities, such as beach 
nourishment will be undertaken based on scientific studies. 

(b) Conservation of coastal features and wetlands: Project will support ail measures 
to conserve wetlands, beaches, sand dunes, marshy areas and mudflats. 

II. ACTIVITY II: Adopting Nature-based Development ©I Resources 

(a) Promoting non-convention energy sources: To reduce dependence on 
conventional energy and to encourage adoption of the Gandhian approach 10 
development based on natural resources, renewable energy sources such as soiar and 
wind will be set up which will provide clean energy to local communities. 

(b) Conservation of water: Restoration and redevelopment of water bodies and 
rainwater harvesting to promote and demonstrate Gandhi’s teaching on conservation of 
water and water quality. 

Supporting household level dependable and adequate supply of potable water in the 
four villages. For this a desalination plant may be constructed in addition to restoration 
and improvement of traditional water bodies. 

(c) Waste Management: To promote practices such os cleanliness and the reuse of 
waste based on Gandhian teachings; activities related to generating energy and manure 
from waste and sewage; sewage treatment plan and solid waste management facilities 
will be instated. 

III. ACTIVITY III: Promoting Integrated Village and Community Development 

(a) Carbon neutral villages: Project will support activities to transform the Heritage 
Area including the four villages to be dean and green; to become carbon neutral and to 
achieve the aim of a “non-polluting area” to demonstrate the Gandian ideal of 
preservation of the “purity of nature”. 

(b) Livelihood improvement: Promoting Self-Help based Income Generation Activities 
including capacity building for desalinization, to make the wasteland suitable for 
agriculture, horticulture or fodder cultivation; piloting salinity tolerant crops and plants; 
mariculture and related improvements in the saline water bodies. Supporting Self-Help 
based promotion or manufacture of Khadi products and local handicraft, especially 
products to replace any use of plastic by mainstream Khadi products, in the tourism 
activities. 

IV. ACTIVITY IV: Promoting Eco-Tourism and ^Environment-Positive" Branding 
Destination Dandi 

(a) Village development: Support development of nature trails, landscape 
development in the entire Heritage Area, with an ambience suitable for learning m 
Gandhian thoughts on self-help, village development and environmental conservation. 
Support conservation, cleaning and hygienic maintenance of the Dandi beach, and all 
other tourism facilities and attractions under construction through active involvement of the 
Panchayat. Proylde capacity building support to the village communities. Support 
construction of rain and cyclone shelters; and facilitate and ensure safety of built spaces in 
the four villages. 

(b) Promoting eco-tourism to promote Gandhian values and networking: To 

promote Dandi as a tourism destination which signifies environmental conservation; 
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including branding, such that all products used and associated with Dandi are environment 
positive. Support advanced communication linkages so that (a) this eco-toruism attraction 
of this eco-tourism destination is promoted; (b) the “Dandi March” pilgrimage is 
facilitated; (c) the entire Heritage Area becomes a major centre for learning on Gandhian 
thoughts and philosophy in active collaboration with the National Gandhi Museum, the 
SabarmaE Ainram and the similar centres of learning r n the country and abroad. 

V. OTHER ACTIVITIES TO BE REGULATED SHALL INCLUDE THE FOLLOWING: 

(ta) Industrial units:- On or after the publication of this notification in the Official 
Gazette, only non-polluting, non-hazardous small-scale and service industries, agriculture, 
floriculture, horticulture or agro-based industries producing products from indigenous 
goods from the Eco-sensitive Zone and which do not cause any adverse environmental 
impact shall be permitted. 

(b) Quarrying and Mining:- Quarrying and Mining activities shall be banned in the 
Eco-sensitive Zone. However, the Monitoring Committee shall be the authority to gran, 
special permission for limited quarrying of materials required for the construction of local 
residential housing and traditional road making and maintenance work based on s*e 
evaluation. 

(c) Tourism:- Tourism activities shall be undertaken, with emphasis on the eco-tourism, 
eco-education and eco-development. 

(d) Man-made heritage:- Buildings, structures, artefacts, areas and precincts of 
his?oric:d ? architectural, aesthefical, and cultural significance shall be identified in the 
Er :-sensitive Zone and plans for their conservation, particularly their exteriors (and 
whoever deemed appropriate their interiors also) shall be prepared and incorporated in 
the ICZM within six month from the date of publication of this notification. Guidelines shall 
be issued by the State Government to regulate building and other activities in the 
Eco sensitive Zone, so that the special character and distinct ambience of the village and 
the Eco-sensitive Zone are maintained. Development or construction activities at or around 
the heritage sites shall be regulated under the statutory provisions of the State 
Government, made in accordance with the Model Regulations fo“ Conservation of Natural 
and Manmade Heritage Sites formulated by the Ministry of Environment and Forests in 
1 995 and as amended from time to time. 

(e) Use of plastics:- No person shall use plastic bags within The Eco Sensitive areas. 
The use of plastics, laminates and tetra-packs within the Eco-sensitive Zone shall be 
regulated by the Monitoring Committee. 

(f) Trees: There shall be no felling of trees whether on Forest, Government, Revenue 
or private lands within the Eco- sensitive Zone without the prior permission of the State 
Government in case of forest land and the respective District Collector in case of 
Government, Revenue and private lend as. ner the procedure which shall be laid down by 
the State Government. 

(g) Noise pollution: The Envir .imenf Department, Gujarat shall be the authority to 
d. aw up guidelines and regulations for the control of noise. 

(h) Discharge of sewage and effluents: No untreated effluent shall be permitted to 
be ^charged into any water body within the Eco-sensitive Zone. The local authority shall 
provide proper drainage and treatment system for collection, treatment and disposal of 
uni Ted / and treated effluent In accordance with the provisions of the Water 

(Prevention and Control of Pollution) Act, 1974. 

d, Solid Wastes die solid waste disposal shall be carried out as per the provisions of 

the nicipa! Solid Waste (Management and Handling) Rules, 2000 issued vide S.O. 908 
(Eh ited the 25 th Se -ember 20u0 and amended from time to time. The local authorities 
snap a row up plans ‘-he segregation of solid wastes into biodegradable and non-

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environmentally acceptable manner at the site identified outside the Eco-sensitive Zone. 
No burning or incineration of solid wastes shall be permitted. 

Explanation:- In this notification, “solid wastes” shall include domestic, industrial 
commercial and garden wastes. 

3. Monitoring Committee: 

(1) In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (3) of section 3 of the 
Environment (Protection) Act, 1986 (29 of 1986), the Central Government hereby 
constitutes a Committee to be called the Monitoring Committee, to monitor and ensure 
compliance with the provisions of this notification. 

(2) The Monitoring Committee shall consists of not more than ten members. 

(3) The Monitoring Committee shall consist of the members of the Dandi memorial 
Committee, a representative each from the Ministry of Environment and Forests, 
Department of Environment of the Government of Gujarat, Gujarat Ecological Commission, 
two representatives of non-government organisations working in the field of environment 
(including heritage conservation) and the Collector of Dandi village, in the State of 
Gujarat, Chairman, Central Pollution Control Board, New Delhi and any other persons or 
persons nominated by the Central Government. 

(4) The Chairman of the Monitoring Committee shall be the Chairman of The Dandi 
Memorial Committee. 

(5) The Collector of Navsari District shall be the Convener of the Monitoring 
Committee. 

4 . Powers and functions of the Monitoring Committee:- 

(1) In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (3) of section 3 and read with 
Section 23 of the Environment (Protection) Act, 1986 (29 of 1986), the Central 
Government hereby empowers the Monitoring Committee to discharge the functions 
specifically enumerated in the notification and to do all things incidental thereto (except 
the function as are required to be performed by the Central Government under the 
provisions of the Environment Impact Assessment Notification of 27th January, 1994, as 
amended from Lime to time). 

(2) It shall be the duty of the Monitoring Committee to file complaints under section 1 9 
of the Environment (Protection) Act, 1986 if commission of any offences under the said Act 
comes to its notice and in case of non-compliance of the directions issued by it. 

(3) The Monitoring Committee or member of the Monitoring Committee authorised by 
it shall file complaints under the Environment (Protection) Act, 1 986. 

5. Appeal:- 

(1) Any person aggrieved by a decision or order of the Monitoring Committee shall 
prefer an appeal against such decision or order to the Government of India in the Ministry 
of Environment and Forests. 

(2) Every memorandum of appeal under this paragraph shall precisely state the facts 
of the case, the particulars of the decision or order appealed against and the reasons for 
being aggrieved by the decision or order and the remedy sought for and shall be 
addressed to the Secretary to the Government of India, Ministry of Environment and 
Forests, New Delhi. 

(3) Every memorandum of appeal shall be made within ninety days from the date of 
receipt of the decision or order by the affected person. 

(4) The Ministry of Environment and Forests shall, after giving the parties to the 
appeal an opportunity to present their case, dispose of the appeai within ninety days of 
date of receipt of the memorandum of appeal.
